When ike 
land In Nebraska and other western states 
sy as all parcelled out and the frontier closed, 
this pioneer fought for his security in the 
Honiestead strike, the Pullman strike, the 
J ord strike and many others. He trans- 
formed his steel and stone city J ungle into

house and the shopping center. 
In the second place, .some of the .sturdy 
pioner.s w eren’t .so .sturdy hack Kasi. 'rhese 
folks cam e Wc.st looking for .security of a 
different kind 
they didn’t care if the air 
they b reathed was fresh and .sharp with 
p rain e dew just .so long as they didn’t smell 
a pursuing federal m arshal in it. 
In the third place, some of these pioneers 
were 
really 
the 
hardy .souks 
our crU'-fy 
friend b elieved them to b e. They had the 
amb ition, the drive, and the ruthless courage 
to creaie emp ires 
b ut they were tew, 
as few as they are now. 


Ho the man with the courage to gamb le 
hasn’t really disap p eared. He’s just shifted 
his scene of operations with the times When 
he could no longer go West, he stayed in 
the East and rem ade it into what he was 
looking for. 
And the emp ire b uilders haven’t disap­ 
p eared. either. They are still around and 
just as tough and just 
as cap ab le as t h e v 
were in 18 95. They hav e

stock tickers. They have traded their b uck­ 
skins for gray flannel and sp orts shirts.

Mr. Cole, a senior advan­ 
ced planning specialist with 
the M artin Company in Den­ 
ver, has b een concerned with 
the so-called “ rule of thum b ” 
used b y some to comp ute 
rocket sizes. The results ob ­ 
tained b y this oversimp li­ 
fied method were simp ly too 
far from reality. There was 
incentive to create a new 
tool for rough comp utations 
of this sort. 
The device is uncompli­ 
cated, consisting of a two- 
sided circular slide rule. You 
put in some values, spin the 
wheels and out come the an­ 
swers. 
.sujipose. for ex amp le, us­ 
ing currtmt 
hardw are and 
prupcllants. 1 would like lo 
“ soft land” and instrument 
p ackage on the moon to tele­ 
m eter b ack to earth intell­ 
igence concerning the lunar 
surface. 
By using the slide rule I 
find a three-stage, 1,(N)0,000- 
pound gross weight rocket 
burning liquid ox y gen and 
kerosene propellants would 
have the capability to soft 
land 1,600 pounds 
of 
pay ­ 
load on the moon. The slide 
rule gives only the gross or 
all-up weight of the rocket. 
For details I 
apply 
some 
simple general principles of 
rocketry . 


Rocket engineers know that 
very roughly they can divide 
a multi-stage rocket into pro- 


portional weights. They do 
thi.s b y fir.st finding the gros.s 
weight to p ayload ratio, and 
then finding the root of this 
ratio according to the num ­ 
b er of stages.

A second general principle

mission velocity. In p ractice, 
b ecause of atm osp heric and 
gravity losses, the first stage 
will reach only 60^i of the 
velocity attained b y a sim ilar 
rocket with no losses. 
To find the velocity ca p a­ 
b ility of an up p er stage, we 


divide the mission velocity
